All the benetits the race haa 
experienced haa been due to the appli- 
cation of that law, Just as all our sufer- 
ings have been due to departure from 
the law. 

The temporary success of monopoly, 
and all other modes of aeltish effort, 
may be credited to the partial observ- 
ance of the law, but the obser vance ۰ 
ing partial only, partial monopoly must 
give way to universal monopoly. Na- 
ture demanda the full organlo form in 
110 manifestations of life or reconatruc- 
uon. 

Hence, rule by majority H d la al- 
ways bound to be a fallure. he final 
reault, whenever, wherever, and how- 
ever It may be consummated, la perfect 
self-goverument.

Pri- 
vate circles for the parpose are found 
in almost every neighborhood; often 
dere they are least expected. 

Professional men and educat irs shun 
the notoriety and distrust which pa- 
Melty of the study of anything regard. 
ed aa occult creates In the mind of the 
common, vulgar. Hence resort la had 
to orivace circles. 

There is one fact connected with pey- 
edle research more peculiar to it than 
to any other philosophic or rel!gioas 
sabject; that la, that no one who exam- 
ines far enoagh to be a»le to rightly 
anderstand it falls to discover that 
sach ph-nomena does really exist or 
will treat it allghtingly af:erwarda.

The 
ancient adage, "coming eventa cast 
their shadows before,” is founded on 
the frequency of such phenomena, and 
dive been Informed by reliable wit- 
nesses, with whom I am well acquaint- 
ed, that the phenomena of raps and au- 
tomatic writing,particalarly the latter, 
was known and practiced in Greensburg, 
Westmoreland Co., Pa., between 1825 
and 1835. 

My information was obtalned from 
friends of the family in which the phe- 
nomena occurred. It was in the famlly 
of Hon. Johr Young, of Greensburg, and 
the judge and his estimable wife were 
themselves the mediums. Perhapa 
scme of hls children are alive yet, It not, 
many of hla grandchildren reside in and 
about Greensborg, and the circum. 
stances are known to many old resi- 
dents of that ‘own. 

Jadge Young was for upwards of 
twenty years or more the law judge of 
Weatmoreland County and one o 


county bas ever had, and his descend- 
enta are among the best families of 
Greersburg to-day. His wife was a 
bigbly educated Scotch lady, and the 
strongest attachment -xisted between 
them by reazon of thelr congenlality of 
literary taste «nd sentimente. 

In 1827 It became nolaed about In the 
town that Mr. and Mrs. Young had be 
come mach interested in the doctrines 
of Emanuel Swedenborg, even to the 
extent of bellévIng In the possibility of 
spirit communicn with friends on earth. 
The belief in Swedenborg was not con- 
sidered so very extraordinary, however. 
as Swedenborglanlsm was popular and 
prevalent then among the educated 
clasees everywhere, and among the 
ipiritualiste of to-day Swedenborg is 
still regarded in the same light ag the 
orthod ‘x regard John the Baptist. 

Many old citizens of Pittsburg will 
remember when in the 30's a handsome 
little white frame charch stood on the 
southeast corner of Smit field street 
and Strawberry alley, known as the 
Swedenborgian Church, freqaented by 
many of the leading lawyers and medi- 
cal doctors and literary men of the city. 
Bat efter Spiritualism was Inaugarated, 
It zeemed to absorb Swedenborglaniam 
and the preachers and medical doctora 
began to oppose Spiritualism, the 
preachers on the ground that it denied 
the ' quality of the Son with the Father 
and Holy Spirit, holding that the Bon 
waa only a great and good man, imbaed 
with the epirit of God t8 other great 
and good men are, and that happiness 
in a future life depended ona ife well 
spent on earth or purity and good 
deeds, and diebelleved that Peter or bie 
deacendenta or any of the modern cler- 
gy were given the beya of heaven to 
admit or «xclude whom they pleased. 

And many of the medical doctors are 
anfriendly, it [a said, because they cap 
keep none of their curee secret from 
the public; that every deceased Tn 
clan, having lost interes: in worldly af 
fairs, Ils ready and willing to go on pre 
acribing for diseases as accurately aa 
when In earth life, and free methods cf 
treatment to any without charge. 

It was even claimed that old Dr. 
Marchand, of Weetmoreland County, 
Pa., had, as a apirit, published his cele- 
brated hydrop^obia cure. However 
thia may be, Splrituallem superceded 
Swedenborgianicm nearly everywhere 
between 1530 and 1540, 


Bat to r»turn to the story of Mr. and 
Mra. Jadge Young. They made an ar 
rangement between them that which- 
ever died first would communicate with 
the other. Mrs. Young died several 
years before her husband and, as wae

dents is to show that Spiritualism is 
neither new nor modern. Its revival 
In 1848 occurred in the fulnees of time 
under the natural Jaw of evolution, in 
the very nick of time, too, when it was 
most needed. Its revival waa needed 
to re-establish a belief in a future life 
just when arrogant science almost uni- 
versally denied it and planted Mate- 
rlallsm in its place on an impregnable 
basis as was generally claimed. 

Bat since the advent of Spiritualism 
scientists have begun to hedge, and are 
getting back as speedily as possible 
to the old standpoint of e perishable 
body and an imperishable soul. Spencer 
in the lead, and his disciple, Fitch, and 
others opened up a way for retreat by 
pointing out the possibilty of contin- 
ued, personal (xistence or life of the 
spirit after death, and since then a 
stampede haa taken place from the 
campa of Berkely and Hume and Mill 
and Comte. 

The pendulum of eclentiflc bellef is 
now likely to swing even further to- 
ward S»iritaaliam in 1898 than it had 
toward Materialism In 1848. It Is rap- 
idly coming to the fore that the spirit 
uallatic doctrine of continued, personal 
existence beyond the grave, and spirit 
communication with frienda on the 
earth plane become orthodox sclence, 
founded on the same realistic basis as 
the Roentgen rays and other facts of 
patrre. 


Even already the swing of the sci- 
entific pendulum Is going £o far as to 
assure us that matter la not a real enti- 
ty, but only phenomenal, and tbat the 
reality ia spirit, and that the totality 
of spirit la Gcd, in other words, that 
“God is the spirit, Infinite, eternal 6 
unchangeable,” and according to the 
Scripture is “All and In All.” The peri- 
Odicals are fall of it. See "Fallure of 
Scientific Materlallam” in the Popular 
Science Monthly" of March last. 

Bat my purpose in this regard 
la merely to Indicate to Spiritual- 
Its themselves the significance of 
the fact that as Spiritualism revived 
inthe early part of the present cen- 
tury Materialism declined, and that 
indications of ita revival in West 
moreland County, Pa, antedated those 
at Hydesvllle, N. I., at least twenty 
years.
